Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marnage is persmissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving '.—Nothing in these rules alTccl reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the C entral Governmeni fi om time to time 
in this regard.

1. Those rules may bo called the Industrial Disputes (Central) 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1977. 

2. In the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules, 1977, —

"(2) The application for permission shall be made in tripli- 
cate and copies of such application shall be served by the emp- 
loyer on |he workmen concerned and the acknowledgements of 
the wo. kmcn concerned for having received Ihe copies of uppli- 
cMtiorib .shall be subsmiltcd by the employer along with the 
application”; 

(ii) in rule 76A, for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule 

shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“(3) The notice or, as the case may be. the application shall 
be made in triplicate and copies of such notice, or as the ca.se 
may be, the application shall be served by the employer on the 
workmen concerned and the acknowledgements of the woik- 
men concerned for having received the copies of application 
shall also be submilted by the employer along with the notice 
or, ns the c,a.se may be the application.” 

(iii) In Form 0-3 the words ‘with additional number of 
copies for services on the woikmeti concerned', 
appearing within brackets in the heading, shall be 
omitted; 


(iv> in Form P A. the words ‘with additional number of 
copies for seivicc on, the workmen concerned’ appear- 
ing wihin b.ackets in the heading, .shall be omitted; 

(v) In Form P B , the words ‘with additional number of 
copies for service on the workmen concerned' appear- 
ing within brackets in the heading, shall be omitted.
